Lon Nol took million, 
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Senators divided over aid 
to South Vietnam refugees 


CAMP PENDLETON, Calif. (U PI) - 
Lon Nol, clinging to the presidency of 
Cambodia with his mind impaired by a 
stroke, was paid a $1 million bribe to 
resign in a last futile attempt by fellow 
leaders 
to 
organize 
an 
effective 
resistance to the Khmer Rouge rebels, 
according to Nol’s successor. 
“ We paid the price to have Lon Nol 
leave and the country fell anyway," 
mourned Saukham Khoy, last president 
of non-Communist Cambodia. 
Lon Nol resigned two weeks before the 
Communists occupied Phnom Penh 
April 17 and fled with his family to 
Hawaii, where he bought a $100,000 
home. He is protected there by the U.S. 
Secret Service. 
U.S. officials said Lon Nol did not 
want to comment on the bribery report. 
Saukham Khoy, talking with reporters 
outside his quonset hut at the refugee

Farm prices tend to fluctuate widely 
and their impact on consumer prices is 
not as strong as industrial prices, which 
have a greater rippling effect at the 
retail level. 
Farm prices, which had declined 
substantially from December through 
March, rose 6.7 per cent during April, 
chiefly because of sharply higher prices 
for livestock, fruits and vegetables

FEA seeks to 
force coal use 
WASHINGTON (U PI) - The Federal 
Energy Administration has begun a 
program to force 79 electric power 
plants across the nation to burn coal 
instead of oil. 
The 
potentially 
controversial 
program, announced Wednesday by 
FEA chief Frank Zarb, was the first 
exercise of the FEA ’s power to force 
fuel conversions 
Its purpose is ty) reduce the need for oil 
imports. But it also will cause increased 
air, water, noise and solid waste 
pollution. 
Zarb said notices of intent were sent 
Tuesday to a dozen electric generating 
stations m Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska and 
Missouri alerting them to the FEA 
plans. Within days, he said, similar 
notices will be sent to the other power 
plants involved. 
All 79 plants were selected for 
conversion to coal, Zarb told a news 
conference, because they already have 
the ability to burning either type of fuel. 
The initial notifications applied to 25 
generating units at a dozen power plants 
belonging to nine electric utilities. 


Strip mining veto 
again up to Ford 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - For the 
second time in his brief presidency, 
Gerald Ford must decide whether to 
veto a federal strip mining bill. It was 
predicted he would turn the bill down 
and Congress would try to override him. 


The House gave final congressional 
approval Wednesday to a bill similar to 
the one Ford vetoed in December, then 
sent it to the White House. 


The measure would set minimum 
federal standards for surface mining of 
coal — scraping away topsoil and 
extracting 
the mineral with giant 
shovels —and forcing coal operators to 
reclaim the land. States would enforce 
the laws. 


The December rejection came after 
Congress adjourned, but this time it is in 
session and could try to pass the bill 
over Ford’s objections. 


Proponents are banking on that for 
success. The vote was 293-115, three . 
more than the two-thirds, or 290, needed 
to override if all 434 members vote.

into a municipal court — calls for an 
increase of $1.02 in the county tax levy. 
The county’s projected new long- 
range capital 
outlay program which 
comes up before supervisors May 14 at 
a study session gives the Lompoc court 
expansion and office annex project 
costing an estimated $450,000 high 
priority rating in the coming fiscal year. 
The approved proposed new budget 
lists $49,804 in salaries for municipal 
court staffers for its initial half year of 
operation, from Jan. 6, 1976, to the end 
of the fiscal year. 
The 
supervisors 
have 
approved 
proposed legislation which would set up 
the court, effective Jan. 1,1976. 
But Slater, who represents the Third 
District on the board, claims the court 
could work a financial hardship on 
taxpayers that could be softened by 
taking other steps.

HAVANA (UPI) — Cuban Premier Fidel Castro denied 
Wednesday night that his government had been in any way 
involved in the assassination of President John F. Kennedy. But 
he said there had been CIA attempts to assassinate Cuban leaders, 
himself included. 
"It is not within the tradition of the socialist revolution to 
physically eliminate its enemies,” he told a news conference after 
his meeting with Sen George McGovern, in which he called for 
friendship with the United States -a fte r Washington lifts its trade 
embargo. "We have another concept of things. 
"As a matter of principle we are against this tactic and it 
would have been stupid to be responsible for such a serious act It 
would be absurd, stupid, irresponsible, crazy and besides very 
dangerous for Cuba. 
“And besides, Kennedy was an adversary we knew. We did not 
think anyone else would have been better and they might have 
been worse. He was very intelligent and he was beginning to 
understand the error of our policy against Cuba (when he was 
killed!. Perhaps Kennedy himself would have taken steps toward 
changing that policy. ” 
Possibility of Cuban involvement in the Kennedy assassination 
has been hinted at in Washington where the Senate Intelligence 
Investigation Committee and the commission headed by Vice 
President Nelson Rockefeller have been investigating illegal 
Central Intelligence Agency activities in the United States. 
Chairman Frank Church of the Senate committee said 
Wednesday the CIA had given an incomplete picture of its 
involvement in plots to assassinate foreign leaders but he refused 
to elaborate when asked if this meant such leaders as Castro. 
Castro, asked about reports the CIA had mastermined plots to 
assassinate him, said his security men "uncovered numerous 
attempts to kill Cuban leaders and in the majority of cases the 
people involved were trained by the CIA. 
"These CIA plots are not news to us," he said. "Apparently this 
is considered fresh news in the United States.” 
Last of Cambodian refugees

Some carried suitcases 
Others led or carried pet dogs 
"Everyone is now out of the 
French embassy in Phnom 
Penh, which is now deserted, 
said French Ambassador Jean- 
Louis Toff in. The ambassador 
said there was only one ill

The refugees, who had spent 
three days in a convoy of cars 
and trucks, were given a brief

Refugees mold tradition into U.S. lifestyle

The Vietnamese refugees in 
American military camps are 
molding their Asian traditions 
into the American lifestyle 
The 
Army 
officers 
who 
stockpiled 
Vietnamese 
food 
and music for the thousands of 
refugees at F t Chaffee, Ark , 
say many of the resettlement 
camp 
residents 
prefer 
barbeque 
sandwiches 
and 
American pop music. 
One impressed State Depart­ 
ment official who watched the 
transformation in the throngs 
of war-weary exiles said he 
expected they would have no 
difficulty in adapting to Ameri­ 
can life. 
A group of 347 weary men. 
women and children arriving at 
Eglin Air Force Base. Fla , 
Wednesday night on a long, 
rough flight from Guam was 
surprised and cheered by a 
crowd 
of 
American 
well- 
wishers 
who 
waited 
in 
a 
drenching rain to greet them 
The Vietnamese shook off the 
downpour and began their new 
lives 
in 
otherwise 
sunny 
Florida with an orange juice- 
and-cookies reception in an 
airport hangar, then filled out 
computer cards to speed their 
processing. 
Throughout 
the 
country, 
most Americans who came in 
contact with the Vietnamese 
exiles gave them a warm 
welcome. The few Vietnamese 
who felt a cold shoulder upon 
arriving in their new land said 


they could understand that 
attitude 


“ They said that our people 
will make American society 
worse.“ 
recalled 
Tran Thi 
Hoang Anh. 19, who heard some 
unfriendly remarks during the 
three days she spent at Camp 
Pendleton, Calif., with about 
5.000 other refugees 
But I 
told them that you can find 
good 
and 
bad 
people 
everywhere 


“ I told them that we were 
displaced and confused, but 
very lucky to be here ... I ’m 
just glad they let us in,” the 
young woman said. “ 1 feel safe 
here. 1 just want to contribute 
to this society.'' 
The 8.000 refugees in the 
Arkansas Army camp selected 
Nguyen Due Hoa. 40. as their 
“ mayor ” The Americans in 
charge of the base, who call 
Hoa the “ camp coordinator.' 
note proudly they have let an 


“ infrastructure develop natu­ 
rally among the exiles. 


“ I'm trying to build a bridge 
of mutual understanding be 
tween the Vietnamese 
and 
Americans in society.’’ Hoa 
said 
He has a “ key staff 
formed 
by 
chairmen 
of 
committees 
in 
charge 
of 
information, 
safety 
and 
sanitation, food and cooking, 
public 
housing 
and 
social 
welfare, processing, education 
and entertainment and general 
services 
The Vietnamese’ tastes in 
food and entertainment sur­ 
prised 
some 
of 
the 
post 
officials. 


“ They want more greens and 
vegetables, more Amencan- 
style foods. ' said Col. James 
Fyock. chief spokesman at the 
base “ They would like to go to 
an American diet 1 don’t know 
if we can accommodate that.’’ 
Some of the refugees who 


came 
here 
with 
American 
money have deserted the mess 
hall in favor of the post's snack 
bar, where they can buy fried 
chicken, hamburgers and bar­ 
beque sandwiches Loudspeak 
ers 
have 
been 
carrying 
Vietnamese music, but the 
Army is already arranging to 
substitute 
American 
pop 
music

Motel, a dedicated recipe collector and exceptional cook, 
come the following recipes, complete with interesting 
comments. 
Barbecue Sauce for Beef or Pork 
1 bottle hot catsup 
1 tbsp. vinegar 
V* cup water 
1 tbsp. dry mustard 
V« tsp. paprika 
V4 tsp. cayenne pepper 
Mix all ingredients thoroughly; place over low heat 
and stir constantly until it com es to a boil. Turn the heat 
as low as possible; cover and simmer 15 minutes, 
stirring frequently. 
With extra lean ground beef: In a large skillet place 2 
lbs. extra lean ground beef and 1 large onion, finely 
chopped. Add salt and pepper to taste. Cook until the 
meat is done but not brown, stirring frequently with a 
fork to break into small pieces. Drain off excess fat if 
there is any. Add the sauce; cover and simmer for 25 
minutes, stirring occasionally. Serve hot on heated 
hamburger buns. 
Or: Cut French bread in desired lengths; slice and 
spread sparingly with catsup; cover with the meat and 
sauce. Sprinkle with shredded natural Mozzarella cheese 
and put in oven until cheese melts. 
With country-style spare ribs: Boil the ribs in salty 
water until tender; remove from water and place in 
shallow baking dish. Cover with sauce and let stand for 
an hour or two. Turn and cover the other side with sauce , 
let stand another hour or two before baking 30 minutes or 
until bubbling hot. Serve immediately. 
With boneless beef cunks: Boil the chunks in salty 
water until very tender. Remove from the water and tear 
into shreds with fork. Add sauce and simmer for 30 
minutes. Serve on heated buns while hot. 
“While living in a hotel in El Paso, Texas in 1953, 
waiting for an apartment,” says Mrs. Janzen, “ I was 
looking for something to read. Another guest offered me 
a True Story magazine. The recipe for the sauce and 
ground meat was in it. The others I experimented with 
and liked so well that I still use them. If you have teen­ 
agers they will enjoy the ground beef and tell you they 
never had" tastier Sloppy Joes,’ When my daughter was 
high school, I made it by the gallon for her friends, who 
still tell me 20 years later, that they make them for their 


families. 
Squash Casserole 
IV* lbs. summer crookneck squash 
medium onion, finely chopped 
2 eggs, beaten 
Vi stick butter, melted 
Vi tsp. salt 
V4 tsp. pepper 
4 cup plus 1 tbsp. canned milk 
Vi cup coarse cracker crumbs 


Boil thinly sliced squash in salted water until tender. 
Saute onion in small amount of butter. Mash the well 
drained squash. Add remaining ingredients except 2 tbsp. 
of the crumbs. Pour into buttered casserole and sprinkle 
top with buttered crumbs. Bake uncovered for 45 minutes 
in a 350 degree oven.

Broccoli Casserole

V4 can of Cheddar cheese soup or grated cheddar 
cheese 
Add the rice to boiling water and let set for 3-4 
minutes. Then mix all other ingredients with the rice. 
Pour into casserole and bake 30 minutes in a 350 degree 
oven, uncovered,

Country Pie with Beef Crust 
The C ru st- 
Vt of 8 oz. can tomato soup 
Vi cup bread crumbs (more if you think necessary) 
V4 cup finely chopped bell pepper 
1 tsp. salt

1 lb extra lean ground beef 


14 cup finely chopped onion 
Vi tsp. oregano 
Combine all ingredients and mix well. Pat the mixture 
into a deep 10 inch pie pan as a crust for the pie.

11-3 cups Minute Rice (do not use regular rice) 
2 Vi cans tomato sauce <8oz. ) 
1 cup water 
4 tsp. salt

Bike riding just as good 
as jogging for keeping fit 


DAVIS, Calif. (UPI) - For 
persons who don’t like jogging, 
bicycle riding is just as good 
for keeping in shape. 
That is the conclusion of a 
group of researchers at the 
University of California here 
who recently completed a study 
designed to find suitable exer­ 
cise alternatives to jogging. 
Because of their growing 
popularity, bike riding and 
tennis were studied to deter­ 
mine their effectiveness in 
conditioning the heart and 
lungs. 
Researchers 
said 
it was 
already known that jogging and 
swimming 
were 
the 
most 
effective methods of exercise 
for increasing physical en­ 
durance. 
The UC study showed brisk 
bicycle riding will improve a 
person’s physical condition in 
the same amount of time as 
jogging and swimming, said 
Jack 
Wilmore, 
assistant 
professor 
of 
physical 
education. 
Wilmore laid the study 
Wilmore 
said 
the 
study 
showed that tennis also was 
good exercise but it takes much 
longer than bike riding, jogging 
and swimming to build up 
endurance. 
‘‘Basically what we’ve shown 
is that there are alternate 
forms of endurance condition­ 
ing (to jogging ) that people can 
use 
that 
may 
be 
more 
competitive or have a fun 
element to them," Wilmore 
said. 
More than 50 per cent of 
those who take up jogging drop 
out, Wilmore said, because 
‘‘they consider it hard work. 
They remember it as being 


punishment in high school and 
can’t quite see it as a good 
thing." 
He said the next phase of the 
study will take up handball and 
badminton to determine their 
conditioning capabilities. 
For 
bicycling 
to be an 
effective exercise, Wilmore 
stressed, it must be done in a 
vigorous manner and on a 
regular basis —generally at the 
same rate performed by most 
biking enthusiasts. 
"This is not the leisurely type 
of after-dinner ride," he said. 
‘‘It is a brisk ride." 
During the study, 48 adult 
volunteers ranging in age from 
24 to 55 were watched and 
measured for 20 weeks as they 
participated in one of four 
groups: bicycling, tennis, jog­ 
ging or a control group which 
did not exercise. 
Participants were adminis­ 
tered 
electrocardiograms 
which measure the heart’s 
response to exercise. 
The research subjects in the 
bicycling group showed a 20 per 
cent increase in endurance 
capacity, about the same as 
jogging volunteers did, exercis­ 
ing 45 minutes a day, three 
days a 
week. The tennis 
participants showed a 7 to 8 per 
cent increase. 
“Tennis is a lot more of a 
social sport,” Wilmore said. 
‘‘There’s a lot of stopping and 
starting, playing a few points 
then chatting at the net, 
playing and talking. The long 
rest 
periods 
inhibit 
the 
increase 
in 
cardiovascular 
response.” 
But 
he 
emphasized 
that 
tennis also is a good condition 
builder.

SAN FRANCISCO (UP!) - 
Following vears of dire warn 
mgs about the evils of forest 
fires, some scientists now say 
an occasional, controllable fire 
in the right place can help some 
forests

careless

cigarette flipper is a villain as 
ever, they insist, but the well- 
placed lightning strike that 
triggers a blaze now and again 
may be just the ticket for a 
healthy, happy forest 
It is nature's way of giving 
some forests a 
tuneup — 
clearing out shrubs, bushes 
grass and smaller trees that 
otherwise provide fuel for a 
later holocaust, they believe 
Foresters also can use fire

“ We must face up to the fact 
that fire has played -and must 
continue to play —an essential 
role in the real, ever-changing 
worlds of forest and grassland 
ecosystems, 
says Dr. Bruce 
Kilgore. 45. a zoologist who is a 
service director of the National 
P*drfc Service 
The idea that all forest fires 
are bad has been taught to 
generations of 
Americans 
says Kilgore, who earned his 
advanced degree studying the 
effects of fire on breeding 
among forest birds. 
“ This concept is now being 
viewed with increased skep 
ticism 
Many scientists now 
believe that not all fires are 
bad. that, indeed, some forest 
fires are not only good, they are 
absolutely necessary to keep 
the ecosystem of a park in its 
proper natural balance 
Kilgore’s laboratory has been 
the groves of giant sequoias in 
Sequoia and 
Kings Canyon 
National Parks in California. 
He has concluded the groves 
“ literally 
cannot 
survive 
without fire 
Years of total fire prevention 
programs, he says, had result­ 
ed in a buildup of young pines, 
white fir. mcense-cedar and 
mature 
bush 
that 
“ would 
provide the fuel for devastating 
crown fires that would kill 
these ancient monarchs 
He says the thick bark at the 
base of the sequoia gave ample 
protection agamst ground fires, 
but if flames could leap from 
smaller trees into branches and 
needles of the redwoods, the 
trees would bum readily 
The vegetative tangle, he 
adds, “ was choking out animal 
life, wildflowers were disap­ 
pearing and seeds of certain 
native shrubs must be cracked

Park 
Service 
six 
years 
ago 
abandoned 
its 
traditional policy of total fire 
suppression and adopted a new

pression at lower elevations 
where dangerous amounts of 
ground 
fuel exist

developed areas, 


Use of fire in forest manage­ 
ment. Kilgore notes, must be 
highly 
selective 
and 
scientifically controlled.

says it likely could not be used 
in forests which have had no 
fires for many years, including 
many in the Rocky Mountains,

TTie Braves had gotten the rights to Allen from the White 
Sox during the off-season for $5,000 and a player to be 
decided on later but the slugging first baseman refused to 
report to Atlanta and has been sitting out the season. 
Allen, the Most Valuable Player in the American League 
in 1972 and its leader in home runs last season even though 
he quit in September, was traded by the Phillies to the St. 
Louis Cardinals in 1969 after seven years here. 
He went to the Los Angeles Dodgers in 1971 and then spent 
three years with the White Sox. 
“I’ve learned a little bit in my journeys as I left here, the 
33-year-old Alien said at a news conference. Holding up two 
fingers close together, Allen said “there’s that much 
difference between a man and a boy and 1’1 like to think I’ve 


grown up a little. 
“I’m not here to cause trouble, stir up anything, bring 
back any of that old past,” Allen said. “I’m just here to 
make a contribution. I think they have a pretty good club 
here and I’d like to be a part of it. That’s all I’ve wanted to 
be from the very beginning.”

board salary boosts for the 
3,000 county employes. Any 
across the board salary boost 
would add millions more to 
the budget. 
Some 
hard,

decisions face our County

Supervisors, 
for 
sure.

comprehensive 
plan 
office (new designation for General 
Plant is analyzing the results of a 
survey sent to 4,500 registered voters in 
the county. Questions were based on 
philosophical issues, population growth, 
water supply, environmental protection, 
recreation 
facilities, 
business, 
and 
agriculture production. The intent of the 


survey, according to the office “is to 
indicate public philosophy on certain 
controversial issues which must be 
resolved in the Comprehensive Plan 
This reporter has a number of detailed 
questions for which there are no 
immediate answers, but here are some 
highlights anyway. 
Strong environmental protection and 
open space preservation is desired by 77 
per cent of the 1,240 who returned the 
questionnaires and the feeling was 
strongest in the first, second and third 
supervisorial 
districts. 
That’s 
a 
statement that might be questioned 
based on the question of what happened 
to the fourth and fifth supervisorial 
districts? 
More than 90 per 
cent of 
the 
respondents 
asked 
that 
fertile 
farmlands be protected from intrusion 
by urban development. 
Most respondents favored a slow 
growth rate of one per cent annually, but 
in the fourth district, which is mostly 
Lompoc Valley, those who returned the 
questionnaires opted for two per cent 


Respondents were mixed in their 
attitudes 
toward 
proposals 
for 
attracting business and industry ; most 
favored more beaches and day-use 
parks; and responses to questions on 
water were inconclusive. TTiat was the 
word from the staffers who serve the 
comprehensive plan office. 
A final 
report is being prepared for delivery to 
the Board of Supervisors next month

Getting out from under 


Do you hear the pitter-patter of tax 
rebate checks falling gently across the 
parched land’’ It’s like a steady rain — 
one 
of 
the 
most 
m assive 
cash 
transfusions in history — voted by 
Congress to combat recession and now 
just beginning. The tax rebate checks 
will amount to $8.1 
billion this year 
Simultaneously, starting May 1st, less 
tax money is being withheld in weekly 
wages and salaries — another consumer 
benefit of $10.5 billion in 1975. Also, $50 
increases go to each of the nations 34 
million social security beneficiaries, 
equalling 
$1.7 
billion 
in 
increased 
purchasing power, and it sounds as 
musical to the recipients as the drip 
from the eaves to the awakening farm er 
that tells him that the long drought is 
broken. 
Maybe with Vietnam phasing out we 
can turn back to another favorite worry 
the 
economic 
crisis. 
The 
gravest 
economic emergency in the postwar era 
seems to have just missed turning into a 
full-scaled depression. From that point 
of view the news is good Inflation is 
down; but unemployment is up 
Nobody quite knows what the new 
stimulus of purchasing power voted by 
Congress, with grudging approval of the 
Administration, will do Tax rebates of 
$100 to $200 are going out this month, 
plus $50 or so for 34 million recipients of 
Social Security and other federal income 
support programs. The money will 
trid d e into shops and stores and savings 
accounts. The 
rivulets may start the 
mill turning again — just in the nick of 
time. It will also send the federal deficit 
up prodigiously. No doubt about it, 
America is taking a risk. But practically 
every m oderate or liberal economist in 
the country thinks the risk is necessary. 
They look anxiously at the Federal 
Reserve System. The quasi-independent 
Board, and particularly its strong-willed 


septuagenarian chairman Arthur Burns, 
have theoretical power to neutralize the 
stimulative effect of rebate checks and 
reduce tax withholding on wages and 
salaries that began May 1. They can 
continue a tight money policy (i.e. 
making credit expensive.) 


Let’s look at the overall situation. 
The inflationary boom got under way 
in the mid-60’s when Lyndon Johnson 
tried to fool the public into believing 
that Vietnam wouldn’t cost much. 
Chairman 
Gardner 
Ackley 
of 
the 
Council of Economic Advisers and the 
other members implored him to raise 
taxes to pay for the war and to stop 
inflation. 
He delayed, and so did 
Congress, and the inflationary brushfire 
gathered speed. Later on a series of 
conservative, economic advisers of 
Nixon and Ford temporized. Right down 
to Mr. Ford’s “summit’’ economic 
conference 
last 
Stepember 
the 
Administration couldn’t see that the 
rising inflation was finally collapsing 
into a recession, and the president went 
through his nonsense of WIN buttons, 
and proposed tax increases. It seems 
incredible now as strange as some of the 
misapprehensions 
of 
White 
House 
advisers in the Vietnam war! 
The Federal Reserve System can turn 
credit on or off like a faucet and thereby 
stimulate or contract a business boom; 
in the early 70 s it grossly misjudged the 
situation turning credit on and giving 
President Nixon a fine send-off for his 
re-election. Then, as inflation roared; it 
cut back credit savagely in 1974 even 
when outside economists warned that 
the boom was running down anyway and 
would almost certainly end in a bust. A 
writer in The Wall Street Journal last 
week refers to “the Federal Reserve’s 
heavy-handed tight-money policy of 1974 
that sought to stop the frightening price 


spiral at all costs.’’ Economists Paul A 
Samuelson of MIT and James Tobin of 
Yale, who have no particular axe to 
grind, put it simply, this is a “Burns 
recession.” 
Burns, of course, has a point, you 
don’t fool around with a double-digit 
inflation — the worst in modern times. 
But the weight of economic opinion is 
that 
he 
handled 
the 
matter 
too 
drastically, almost violently; there is a 
staff 
revolt 
within 
the 
Fed, 
and 
Congress is so upset that it has 
instituted supervisory machinery to 
bring him 
regularly before it for 
explanations for the first time in 
history, and it may curtail his power. 


Meanwhile, how stands the economy? 
Much of the news is encouraging 
America has apparently ducked a 1929- 
type depression that many thought was 
inevitable. The conventional wisdom is 
that the economy will be on its way up 
by the end of the year. Inflation is 
steadily dropping. The stock market has 
advanced 40 per cent. It is true that 
business is operating at only about 70 
per cent capacity but, in the Ion*; run, 
the industrial giants may take comfort. 
A lot of little companies have gone 
under 
(the 
100 largest 
companies 
already control 50 per cent of all 
industrial assets), once more business 
has 
purged itself of “wastes” by a 
seemingly inevitable periodic recession 
and put labor in its place. (There won’t 
be much nonsense about wage hikes with 
nine per cent unemployment!) 
Here are some of the costs. The rule of 
thumb is that for each additional point of 
unemployment US output drops $50 
billion 
(GNP). 
If 
five 
per # cent 
unemployment is "normal,” then the 
present nine per cent equals $200 billion 
lost product schools, homes, health 
care, whatnot. There is a corresponding 


$14 billion loss per point in federal tax 
revenues, plus $2 billion for increased 
federal unemployment insurance. No 
wonder the federal deficit is big: it is 
compounded of lost tax revenues and 
higher 
unemployment 
costs. 
The 
quickest route to a balanced budget is 
through 
restored 
employment. 
Six 
million Americans last week drew 
unemployment insurance. The New 
Deal put that pillow under the economy. 
If it weren’t there we would have panic 
and riots. 


Even so, it is the laborer, the hard- 
hat, the working man, who has suffered 
most from recession; he is carrying the 
principal 
burden 
for 
righting 
the 
economy. 
Monthly 
statistics 
from 
President Ford’s Council of Economic 
Advisers show that the average weekly 
earnings of an industrial worker in 
February (1967 dollars) was $114.38. In 
1966 his earnings were $115.58 (1967-100). 
He is, in effect, earning less than nine 
years ago. 
The middle class has its special 
bitterness, 
too. 
For 
example, 
the 
company that employs Tom Smith gave 
him an eight per cent raise to ease the 
inflation bite, which put him into a 
higher tax bracket! His purchasing 
power went down as his tax went up. An 
eight per cent increase in personal 
income for the nation last year produced 
a 15 per cent increase from individuals. 
It’s the first recession in history where 
this happened Tax payments last year 
rose faster than any other item on the 
family budget. 
Is Congress reckless in the way it is 
fighting recession? There is risk, no 
doubt. But the risk of not acting is far 
greater. Even with the current one-shot 
stimulation of 
tax checks, abnormal 
unemployment will probably continue at 
the best for two or three more years. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Overextended power 


WASHINGTON - That tired cliche 
about 
dominoes 
falling 
will 
be 
overworked in the aftermath of the fall 
of Saigon. The restive discontents long 
evident in Southeast Asia will now be 
interpreted as the 
consequence of 
American failure in South Vietnam. 
The shock of the 
suddenness of the fall 
will certainly be felt. 
But the truth is that 
American power has 
long 
been 
over­ 
extended, not only in 
Asia but around the 
world. 
If once the 
shock is past, this far- 
flung power can be 
pulled 
back 
within 
reasonable limits, the 
American posture can 
c o n c e i v a b l y 
be 
strengthened 
rather 
than weakened. 
Thailand is a conspicuous candidate 
for the domino role. The government in 
Bangkok 
recently 
issued a formal 
statement that all foreign forces should 
be out of the country within a year, 
“conditions permitting." This clause is 
interpreted 
as 
giving 
Washington 
latitude for bargaining in the course of 
reducing 
the 
overgrown 
American 
complement 
in 
bases operated 
by 
American personnel. 
During the Vietnam war the American 
presence in Thailand grew like a banyan 
tree putting down its branches all over 
the place. At one point in the ’60s there 
were 50,000 Americans 
operating the 
bases from which the bombing of 
Vietnam was carried out. This was 
pulled down during 1974 to 27,000. In 
Pentagonese the current agreement 
allows 27,000 “spaces," which means 
live bodies. 
The present number is about 25,000. 
Surely this can be reduced now that all 
Americans are out of Vietnam. Given 
the signs of disquiet in 
the Thai 
government, 
spurred 
by 
student 
uprisings, a substantial reduction should 
have begun long since. 
It is good news that Charles S. 
Whitehouse. an able career foreign 
service officer with a long seasoning in 
Asia, 
is 
going 
as 
ambassador 
to 


Bangkok. His last post was Laos where 
he 
observed 
the 
formation 
of 
a 
compromise government combining the 
communist 
Pathet 
Lao 
and 
the 
conservative Souvanna Phouma. As he 
left Vientiane, Whitehouse, in a public 
address, pointed to the Laotian solution 
as a way out of continual conflict. 
Whitehouse is replacing William R. 
Kintner, a Nixon appointee and an 
ideological hardliner, a protege of 
Robert Strauszahupe and his cold war 
foreign policy institute at the University 
of Pennsylvania. Kintner could hardly 
have been a more unfortunate choice 
given the shifting uncertainty of forces 
in Thailand. 
Whitehouse will have his work cut out 
for him, particularly in light of the 
influx of Vietnamese refugees using 
planes out of the Vietnamese air force 
initially supplied by the United States. 
In northern Thailand perhaps 8,000 
communist guerrillas are the source of 
sporadic incidents that give government 
forces trouble. 
Something like the same restiveness 
over 
the 
American 
presence 
is 
evidenced in the Philippines, although 
there President Ferdinand Marcos' rule 
by martial law has put a damper on any 
overt protest. 
Gark Air Force base has 12,000 
military and civilian personnel, Subic 
Bay Naval base 5,000, with perhaps 
another 1,000 in the U.S. mission and 
various subsidiaries. Prior to martial 
law, protests boiled up in the university 
and the media. 
In the past two weeks, responsible 
government sources have suggested the 
need for surveying the utility of the 
Amercian facilities. But these same 
sources 
have 
also 
suggested 
the 
importance of maintaining American 
strength in possibly a somewhat reduced 
form 
On the other side of the world, Greece 
is an example of the swollen American 
presence. When both Pentagon and State 
Department embraced the dictatorship 
of the colonels, the American military 
proliferated. 
Destroyers of the Sixth 
Fleet were home-ported at a base near 
Athens, stirring resentment in the 
overcrowded city. 
Against the background of Greek 


anger over Cyprus, the United States, in 
negotiations between the two countries, 
has agreed to give up that base and 
another with the prospect of still further 
’‘el imination, 
reduction 
and 
conservation” 
of 
United 
States 
facilities. 
This may be precipitous in light of the 


obligations of the Sixth Fleet in the 
Mediterranean. But surely an orderly 
withdrawal from outposts of power that 
no longer serve a realistic purpose is 
not only possible but desirable. The 
defeatists who cry havoc and all is over 
as the dominoes fall can only make the 
bad worse.
